THE ALASKA 


Scores of fear-conquering deeds of rare 


and impressive heroism iVatimd the res- 
cue of the terrified passengers from the 
steamer Alaska off the coast of California. 
Seamen and landlubbers, men and women, 
vied with one another in preventing pan- 
ic and saving lives, and according to ac- 
counts of the perilous adventures, there 
•were a dozen persons or more whose ex-' 
eeptional bravery entitled them to medals. 
Least dramatic bu>t most effective and re- 
sultful of all the es^loits were the perfect 
self-control and calm behavior of the cap- 
tain and the stewardess in enforcing dis- 
cipline among the excited passengers. 


As soon as the boilers of the vessel ex- 


ploded, Mrs. George A. Campbell, the 
ste-wardess, opened door after door along 
the deck, cautioned women and children 
to <ion life preservers and assemble at the 
radl, and quietly assured them there was 
bnt little danger if they would remain 
eooL Capt. Harry 
Hobey. speaking 


through a megaphone, commanded passen- 
gers and members of the crew to obey or- 
ders. "I am going down with the ship." 
he said, "but if you do what I tell you. 
nobody will go down but myself. 
The 


captain allotted the passengers among the 
lifeboats, encouraged the crew, and was 
still at his post when the ship sank in the 
sea. 


It is the noblest kind of gallantry which 


exhibits total lack of fear and complete 
inasstery oi self in a sudden disaster and 
overwhelming emergency. It is the v-alor 
which springs not from lack of fear, hut 
the 5-ublirae and dauntless bravery which 
deliberately suppresses all consideration 
of self and firmly overcomes every inward 
and 
outward sign of fear. 
The calm. 


escrifif-ial courage of the intrepid captain 
was scarcely more gallant and hypnotic 
than that, of the thoughtful stewardess. 
The, faithful and calm performance of du- 
ty by this man and woman, at the criti- 
cal moment, preserved the discipline and 
confidence which saved the lives they held 
in trust. 


Yet, the minions whr> read with breath- 


tess pride and admiration of Capt. Bo- 
bey's stolid heroism, wonder why it is that 
he, like every other officer of his rank, felt 
that it was an obligation on him to go 
down with his ship. That the captain 
should save his passengers and not desert 
his ship is an old traditional and binding 
precept of the chivalry of the sea. 
It 


should not be considered glorious Or nec- 
essary for ^. hero to give up his own life 
to fulfill a sentimental ideal of valor. 


AMBASSADOR FEANCIS BEVEALS 


RUSSIAN SECRETS 


Former Ambassador David R, Francis 


of St. Louis, who represented the United 
States in Russia during the stormy period 
from April, 1916, to November. 1918. 
says in his book, "Russia from the Ameri- 
can Embassy." that he counseled Presi- 
dent "Wilson, immediately after the armis- 
tice, to dispose of the, bolshevik movement 
at, once with an adequate allied military 
force. King George of England approved 
this advice. 


President 
"Wilson somewhat later on 


told the ambassador that both Premier 
Lloyd George of England and Premier 
Clenienr-eau of France had expressed to 
him their belief that it would he impossi- 
ble to induce the British and French sol- 
diers to persist in fighting, as these men 
were tired of war and 
possibly would 


want munity. President Wilson intimated 
that the American troop.-, might manifest 
a similar disposition, but .Mr. Francis ar- 
gued that a large number of the, Ameri- 
can hoys were disappointed at nol having 
had a chance to go into battle, and they 
readily and cheerfully 
undertake lo re- 


store pea.ce and order and assist in estab- 
lishing secure and representative govern- 
ment in Russia. 


The recommendation 
of Ambassador 


Francis and King George or the caution of 


President Wilson and Premiers Clemon- 
coau and George were both only conjec- 
tural. 
The Russian situation was more 


problematical at tli'at time than it is now, 
and nobody could foresee with any satis- 
fying degree of positiveness which meas- 
ure would rebound to the most advantage 
to Russia and the world at large. 
Had 


communism bee.n suppressed would the ra- 
dicals not have held to the conviction that 
Russia would have been more prosperous 
arid happier under socialism, and would 
they not have agitated public sentiment 
continually by comparing their untried 
theories most favorably with the mistakes 
of republicanism? On the other hand, it 
is not unlikely that the freedom and bene- 
fits derived from representative govern- 
ment would have 
stilled completely the 


unreasonable demand for fanciful experi- 
mentation. 


ClemeiK-eau and George doubtless inter- 


preted the feelings of their soldiers cor- 
rect ly. The men longed to return to home 
and quiet. Mr. Francis was doubtless cor- 
rect in his opinion that the American sol- 
diers would have been delighted to insti- 
tute the American system of government 
in Russia, and the Russian people nrobali- 
ly would have accepted with cordiality 
anything American. That the fanners, 
comprising eighty-five per cent of the pop- 
ulation, were opposed to communism, as 
they still are. was an actual condition, 
which, looking back, supports the ambas- 
sador's recommendation.

It may yet be necessary to dispatch a 


strong army into Russia to assist the ma- 
jority in 
forming stable, 
conservative 


government. 
Communism has proved to 


be >an utter failure, 
and it cannot last 


much longer. 
Famine, plague and dis- 


tress 
are conclusive 
demonstr;it;n:i - of 


socialistic ineffieitncv.

age is done annually by wild animals. 
Tho big killers like the wolves ' and 
hears take a tremendous toll in the 
lives of cattle, sheep, and horses on 
the western ranges, but the greatest 
damage is flone by gophers and other 
smaller animals who destroy pastur 
age capable of supporting millions of 
cows and sheep. 
The damage done 


by the predator}' beasts is estimated 
at $300,000,000 a year. 


Unfortunately, it is not easy 
to 


arouse interest and secure cooperation 
in destroying the smaller and more 
numerous pests. "Hie dramatic appeal 
ot" hunting wolves and bears makes 
it easy for the government hunters to 
pursue this work with success. These 
destroyers are diminishing fast. 


Money was first provided for slay- 


ing predatory animals, big and little, 
in 1915. Since then there has been an 
nnnual appropriation, and as a result 
200.000 beasts, big and little, 
have 


been ehspatched to the happy hunting 
ground by the rifles, traps, and pois- 
on baits of the Federal nimrods. For 
instance when the work started in 
X»w Mexico there were 
300 gray 


wolves, cattle killers of the worst sort. 
Xow there are but a score, and soon 
there will be none. 


Three quarters of the 200.000 ani- 


mals slain have been coyotes, but the 
total includes some 2,000 gray wolves, 
each one of which destroyed live stock 
m the course of a year valued 
at 


SI.000. The total includes 240 moun- 
tain lions, each capable of fearful de- 
struction of r.tttle and sheep. But the 
humble prairie dog still occupies some 
100,000,000 acres of the best 
range 


land in the Rocky Mountain region. 
Prairie dogs destroy from 10 to 75 per 
cent of the grass in the districts they 
inhabit, which means that in New 
Mexico alone, if the rodent was cleared 
out. 
there would be saved pasturage

Canned Peaches (Cold Pack) 


Freestone peaches should be used 


for the cold pack method. Wash, dip in 
boiling water for 2 minutes. Dip in 
cold water and slip skins. 
Cut in 


halves and remove stones. 
Pack in 


sterilized jars to within 1-4 inch of 
the top. Fill with syrup and half 
seal. Put in hot water bath. The wa- 
ter must cover the jars by at least 2 
inches. Boil for 15 minutes, counting 
the time after boiling begins. Make 
a sirup, using 3 pounds of sugar to 2 
quarts of water. Boil 4 minutes. 


Canned Peaches (Open Kettle) 


Clingston'e peaches may 
be used 


when peaches are canned this way. 
Cook one quart at a time. A bushel 
of firm, small pitted fruit will make 
about 16 quarts of canned fruit. Use 
from 1 to 2 cups of sugar for each 
quart. The amount depends on the 
sweetness of the peaches and on the 
purpose for which the fruit is canned. 
Peaches for pies and puddings require 
sweetening when opened. Use I cup 
of sugar to a quart of fruit for these. 
Peaches that are canned for table 
use, as a dessert with cake, should be 
sweeter and 2 cups of sugar to a quart 


should re used. Make a sirup and put 
the halves of peaches in when the 
sirup hf.s boiled two or three minutes. 
Cook eight or ten minutes. The fruit 
should be tender but not mushy, and 
unbroken. Pack in sterilized jars, ad- 
just rubber, pour over boiling sirup to 
fill the jar perfectly full and screw 
down top. If freestone peaches are 
used pour over boiling water to scald 
the fruit and slip off the skins. The 
fruit must be perfectly ripe or the 
skins will not slip.
